In the 1820s, a taciturn loner and 
skilled cook travels west to Oregon 
Territory, where he meets a Chinese 
immigrant also seeking his fortune. 
Soon the two team up on a dangerous 
scheme to steal milk from the wealthy 
landowner’s prized Jersey cow—the 
first, and only, in the territory.

A breathtaking story of a man gifted 
with exceptional abilities, set against 
the background of the events of the 
totalitarian fifties. Charlatan is a loose 
biopic of gay herbalist Jan MikolaSek, 
who was targeted by the state for his 
non-conformist practice.

Exploring how punk influenced politics 
in late-1970s Britain, when a group of 
artists united to take on the National 
Front armed only with a fanzine and a 
love of music. A profile of punky reggae 
pa movement Rock Against Racism, 
rom grassroots beginnings through to a 
major multicultural event. 


White Riot blends fresh interviews with 
queasy archive footage to recreate a 
hostile environment of anti-immigrant 
hysteria and National Front marches. As 
neo-Nazis recruited the nation’s youth, 
Rock Against Racism’s multicultural 
punk and reggae gigs provided rallying 
points for resistance. 


The campaign grew from Hoxton 
fanzine roots to 1978's huge antifascist 
carnival in Victoria Park, featuring X-Ray 
Spex, Steel Pulse and of course The 
Clash, whose rock star charisma and 
gale-force conviction took Rock Against 
Racism’s message to the masses.

This energising documentary 

resonates with issues we face today, in 
the UK and internationally. It will appeal 
to fans of music and collective action 
alike, and fits well into anti-racism 
programmes. It details not only the 
triumphs of this movement, but also the 
less glamourous, difficult steps along the 
way.
